Timt Corbin came and asked that 
Fisk and Gould send a confidentia] man to 
President Grant, who was at Washington, 
Pa; that W. O Chapin was so sent; that 
Corbin wus seen to deliver tho letter to Cha- 
pin; that the latter delivered it to Grant, 
who said all mght; whereupon Chapin tele- 
graphed back tu Fisk, * Letter delivered; all 
right.” Fisk says be then saw Corbin, show- 
ed him the telegram from Chapin, and Cor- 
bin said that is was all right. That letter had 
clinched everything. Fisk and Gould then 
went on and bought more gold, and William 
Belden asked to come into the arrangement, 
and gave Fisk a letter of authority to buy 
gold for him; that Speyers, Belden’s broker, 
bought at 41 and 43 for Belden, and for him- 
self as high as 60, This was on Black Fri- 
day, about September 20th. Both witnesses 
detailed the scenes of that day at length, and 
then said that Boutwell’s order to sell four 
millions of gold was not. known to them in 
advance, but that it smashed the market; and 
both said that they were aware that Butter- 
field was in the speculation, and that Gould 
had bought gold for Butterfield His des- 
patch, they add, to sell gold was communi- 
cated to others before ıt was to them. This 
is the full substance of all that was testified 
to, and Fisk concluded by asking the com- 
mittee to call Mrs. Grant and Mr. and Mrs.

A little later public curiosity 
was further whetted by the announcement 
that it was not the nobleman, but his father 
who had made the bequest, and week before 
last the villagers of Fort Edward were assur- 
ed that five millions, the first installment of 
the seventeen millions, had been received by 
the British Consul in this city. Simultane- 
ously with the circulation of the stury, Miss 
Gray disposed of the millinery establishment 
at auction, with a view, as she said, of re- 
tiring from public life. She then left for 
New York, and on her return announced the 
receipt of the $5,000,000. And now, after the 
story has been telegraphed all over the coun- 
try, the British Consul publishes a card, stat- 
ing that there is not a shadow of foundation 
or it. 

The people of Fort Edward are at a loss to 
account for the course of the young woman. 
Her object was doubtless to make a good 
match, and the wonder is, after proceeding 
so successfully with her deception for so long 
a time, she did not rope in a customer before 
the bubble burst. 


Inpian SravEnY IN ALaskA.—Some re- 
markable statements are made in the Sitka 
Times about the prevalence of slavery in 
Alaska Territory. Slaves can be bought to- 
day from any Indian tribe in Alaska. Parents 
will sell their children for three or four blan- 
kets or a few dollars, and have no compunc- 
tion of conscience for the use they may be 
put toin the future, When one tribe goes 
to war with another, all the prisoners taken 
by either tribe are called, treated and used as 
slaves. When a chief or any of his family 
dies, it is the custom to kill one or more of 
these slaves, so that the chief or his deceased 
relative may have a servant in the other 
world to wait on him. As soon asthe chief 
dies, the slave is compelled to wash the body 
of the corpse, and is then taken out and 
thrown flat on his back and held there, when 
astick of wood is placed across his throat 
and two Indians sit down on each end of it, 
and in this way strangle him to death. His 
body is placed inside a large pile of wood and 
burned to ashes,. Quite recently an old chief 
of the Sitka tribe died, and his relatives se- 
lected aga victim for the usual sacrifice a 
young, healthy, good looking fellow whom 
the tribe had taken prisoner while at war 
with one of the tribes down near Queen 
Charlotte’s sound. Nothing but the inter- 
ference of Gen. Davis prevented the putting 
of him to death.

An ExaMPLE ror Youne Men.—The 
young men of our country will find in the bi- 
ography of the late General John E. Wool

At the close of this nppointment 
the United States owed him $20,000. ‘This,’ 
snid General Wool, just before he died, ‘was 
the only money I ever niade in the whole 
course of my life. But I always kept that 
out in safe investment, at good interest. In 
fifty years this $20,000 has grown to $700,- 
000. Here, then, was the secret to his great 
wealth, which not only astonished his friends 
but the hundreds of military men who served 
with him, and who had superior opportuni- 
ties for making money. Tf any of our young 
readers can put away $1,000 now they will 
find themselves rich when old and feeble, even

When preparing lund for corn, we caused 
three furrows under each row of corn tobe 
subsoiled by running a bull-tongue behind 
the turning plow, by that means securing a 
depth of nine inches of well pulverized earth 
beneath the growing crop. The result was 
that during the worst of the drouth in Aü- 
gust the corn never twisted, and when the 
crop was gathered it was a fair one, consid- 
ering the character of the land, which was of 
very moderate fertility. 


Tue Dancer ór Too Mucu Exercise.—The 
Westminster Gazette, in thé course of an ér- 
ticle against too much physical exercise, ob- 
serves: ‘Those who have gone through the 
severest training become in the end, dull, 
listless and stupid, subject to numerous diš- 
enses, and in many instances the ultimate vic- 
tims of gluttony and drunkenness.

The Speaker, Mr. Leon 
Abbott, spoke for two hours against its adop- 
tion. 'lhis is an unexpected blow to the 
Rads, and one which they will deeply feel. 

Many rumors are afloat regarding Mr. 
Revels, the colored Senator from Mississippi, 
and the probability of his being permitted 
to take his seat. It begins to look decidedly 
dark for him. Some Senators will oppose 
him upon the ground of his not having been 
a citizen of the country nine years, ns the 
Constitution requires. 

Yesterday Kit Burns’ old dog and rat pit 
in Water street was formally opened as a 
home for destitute and fallen women; the ex- 
ercises were conducted by Bishop James and 
Rev. Stephen H. Tyng, jr. The house has 
been thoroughly cleaned and renovated, and 
is in very comfortable shape; it has eight in- 
mates to start with. 

A motion was lately made by the District 
Attorney to have the McFarland case remov- 
ed to the Court of Oyer nnd Terminer. This 
was denied by Judge Bedford. The trial will 
take place during the March term of the 
Court of General Sessions. The general 
opinion is that he will be acquitted. 

Last night the new spectacular drama of 
the Twelve Temptations was brought out nt 
the Grand Opera House. In point of scen- 
ery, it surpasses anything ever produced in 
this country : over four thousand people wit- 
nessed its first performance last mght. The 
other theatres are doing a good business;

Higher up Black Canyon creek, in Pine 
Grove District, there are about 20 men en- 
gaged in quartz and placer mining, but we 
are, just now, unable tosay how well they 
arg or have been doing. At latest dates from 
there, they had erected two arastras, and 
were preparing to try their luck in quartz 
mining. 

But little work is being done on Upper 
Lynx Creek, in Walker's District, and but 
little will be done until such time as the 
snow on the divide melts. Of course, par- 
ties are engaged in taking out ore, and placer 
mining with rockers. By the latter process, 
considerable gold has recently been extract- 
ed. Lower down the creek, there is more 
water, and the miners are said to be doing 
well. 

Agreat deal of coarse gold has recently 
been mined out of the England gulch, but 
water is scarce there now, and some of the 
miners have left for the Hassayampa, where 
there is plenty of water for sluicing, and 
where men are making from S3 to S10 per 
day. Lower down the creek, at Walnut 
Grove, placer mining is being carried on suc- 
cessfully and profitably. We have nothing 
new from the Placeritas, or from Weaver, but 
presume that washing is going on at both 
places, with fair success. 

Two prospecting parties started out this 
week, intending to visit Copper Basin, Wal- 
nut Grove, Weaver and other localities, We 
hope some party will go down to Kirkland 
and Skull valleys, and try the hills in the vi- 
cinity, where gold is known to exist. 
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Biy Bug Experiment. 
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» Suocess of the 
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Oür readers must have noticed that, dur- 
“dng the past, year, the columns of the Mer 
have not been burthened with quite as much 
“quartz talk” as of'yore, and those of them 
whotive-in this part of the Tefritory can 
‘have no difficulty in guessing the reason. 
; Wherefore, it were needless to explain had we 
ano readers but home ones. But, the fact is, 
the Miner has readers in every State and 
Territory of the Union, snd those of them 
who live too far away from here to under- 
" stand the situation must have been at a loss, 
recently, to know the reason why it so sud- 
^üenly “let up” on its favorite hobby—mining. 
Well, addressing itself to them, the MINER 
has no hesitancy in saying that, until recent- 
ly, all, or nearly all, efforts to work quartz, 
with profit, in this immediate vicinity, were 
diécourdging, palsying failures, The failure 
of our quartz operators to get paying quan- 
tities of the royal metal out of the ores 
treated, or, rather maltreated, by them, be- 
gat fear in our mind, and have caused us to 
talk of our great and numerous rich quartz 
'lodes ina very guarded manner: But, now, 

- having passed tho Rubicon ; having achieved 
success in quartz mining—our greatest inter- 
est—all timidity and fear have fled our bos- 
som, and we dare to say that many of our 
quartz lodes are real mines. All know that 
the greatest want of the Territory is and 
has been— population, and all will, we think, 
admit that the Miner has not misrepresented 
matters in order to. induce people to come 
here. Indeed, if we have sinned at all, it 
was by “hiding our light under & bushel.” 
True, we have told people at a distance that, 
in our opinion, Arizona was the richest min- 
eral country yet discovered; that the num- 
ber of quartz veins containing gold, silver and 
copper,scattered throughout the Territory, was 
immense ; that some of them contained these 
metals in great abundance. We have, too, 
descanted upon.tbe glorious climate of the 
Northern sention of the Territory, its im- 
mense forests, rich agricultural and grazing 
lands; beautiful rivers, creeks, etc. These 
latter inducements, we knew, existed, but we 
were not positive that the gold existed in our 
lodes to any great depth, orif it did that it 
could be taken out of them by the means and 
appliances at our disposal. It now rejoices 
‘us to be able to state that one mining com- 
pany—the Big Bug, have effectually settled 
that question. They have demonstrated, yes, 
proved beyond a doubt—that quartz mining 
can be made tu pay handsomely in these 
mountains, and to them is due tho honor of 
making the first real substantial success that 
has been made in this part of the Territory.

_at least, $1,700. The mine, we are told, is 
-looking finely. The Superintendent, Mr. 
McCarthy, thinks there ia now a‘ sufficient 
„quantity of ore in sight to keep the mill con- 
! gfantly crushing for two years. But, we un- 
‘derstand, the owners intend to erect more 
stamps soon, and “get away” wich this visible

Road to New Mexico. 


For years past, the people of this section 
of Arizona have cried aloud for the building 
of a wagon-road from Prescott to New Mex- 
ico, vía Camp Verde,—the shortest route,— 
but, owing to poverty—brought on them by 
Indian raids and high prices, they have been 
unable to build the road themselves, and 
Congress has refused to dp it for them, al- 
though it is a work of national necessity, and 
one that, if completed, would be of great 
benefit to the entire country. That energetic, 
far-seeing officer, Gencral Thomas C. Devin, 
saw, while in command of this sub-district, 
that the building of this road was a neces- 
sity, as well for the convenience of the troops 
asforthe citizens, and heset men at work 
upon it, east of the Verde, but was soon 
compelled to abandon the work, on account 
of the paucity of the troops at his disposal, 
and the activity of the savages. With him, 
it was a favorite project, and he never aban- 
doned the idea of opening it until relieved of 
his command by General Frank Wheaton. 
The latter officer was not slow to acquaint 
himself with the wants and necessities of the 
country, and, since his arrival here, has la- 
bored assidiously to have tho rotto opened. 
But, like General Devin, he has been cramp- 
ed for men, and, until quite recently, unable 
to do anything practical in the matter. Some 
time ago, he started a force of infantrymer 
to work upon that portion of the route this 
side of the river, and, we learn that they 
have about finished the job. We also learn 
that company C, 8th Cavalry, consisting of 
63 men, under command of Captain Kauff- 
man, started from Fort Whipple, one day 
this week, for the purpose of opening the 
route between the Verde and Little Colorado 
rivers, and prepare is for the passage of 
troops, Ed. Peck accompanied the command 
as guide, and will, most assuredly, select a 
good route fora road. Captain Kauffman is 
said to be an energetic officer, and will take 
pride in having the work throughly done. In 
April next, five or six companies of the 8th 
Cavalry, and as many of the 3d, will pass 
over it, and from that time on, we may reas- 
onably expect to see freight trains, immi- 
grants, etc., come that way, as, by it, the 
distance between Prescott and Albuquerque 
will be shortened some 50 or 60 miles. The 
country through which the. route passes is 
well watered, timbered, atid grassed. 


The Legal Tender Act. 


Decision of the Supreme Court-—Opinion 
of the Majority by Chief Justice Chase. 


The telegraph has given us a long abstract 
of the decison of the Supreme Court in the 
Legal Tender Act case. The Chicago Tridune 
of February 8th contains the gist of 1t, which 
we re-produce. After an able review of the 
case Chief Justice Chase says: 


No one questions the general constitution- 
ality, and not very many, perbaps, the gen- 
eral expediency, of the legal tender question 
by which a currency note has been authorized 
in recent years. The doubt is to the power 
to declare & particular class of these notes to 
be legaltender in payment of pre-existing 
debts. The only ground upon which this 
power is asserted, is not that tho issue of the 
notes was an approprinte and plainly adopted 
means for carrying on. the war, for that is 
admitted; but the making them a legal ten- 
der to the extent mentioned, was such a 
means. Now, wo have seen that all the notes 
issued, those not declared as legal tender at 
all constitute a very large proportion, and 
that they circulated freely and withopt dis- 
count, It may be suid that their equality in 
circulation and credit was due to provisiun 
made by law for the redemption of this paper 
in legal tender notes; but this provision, if 
at all useful in this respect, was of trifling 
importance compared with tbat which made 
them receivable for government dues. All 
modern history testifies that in the time of 
war, especially when taxes are’ augmented, 
large loans negotiated and heavy investments 
miade, notes issued by authority of the Gov- 
ernment, always obtain, at first, a ready cir-

The 
price will rise in ratio of depreciation, and 
this is all that could happen if notes were 
not made legal tender. 

But it may be said that the depreciation 
will be less to him who takes from Govern- 
ment if Government will pledge to him its 
power to compel his creditors to receive them 
at par in payments. This is, as we have E 
by no means certain, If the quantity issue 
be excessive and. redemption uncertaim and 
remote, great depreciation will take place. If, 
on the other hand, the quantity is only ade- 
quate to the demands of business, nnd. confi-

Both powers necessarily involve the use of 
money by the people and the Government; 
but neither, as we think, carry with it, as an 
appropriate and plainly adapted means to its 
exercise, the power of making circulating 
notes legal tender in payment of pre-existing 
debts. 
But there is anohter view, wluch seems to 
us decisive. To whatever express power the 
implied power in question may be referred, 
in the rule stated by Clief Justice. Marshall. 
the words "appropriate, “plainly adapted,” 
“really circulated.” are qualitied by limita- 
| tion, that the means must not ba prohibited, 
| but consistent with the letter and spirit of 
the Constitution. Nothing so prohibited or 
inconsistent can be regarded as “appropriate,” 
or “plainly adapted," o1 “really calculated," 
means to any end. 
Let us inquire, then, first, whether making 
bills of credit a legal tender to the extent 
indicated ıs inconsistent with the spirit of the 
Constitution. Among the rent cardinal pur- 
poses of that instrument no one is more con- 
spicuous or more venerable than the estab- 
lishment of justice in the minds of the peo- 
ple who ordained-it, is happily not a matter 
of disputation. It 1s not left to inference or 
conjecture, especially in its relations to con- 
tracts. Whenthe Constitution was under- 
going discussion in convention, Congress of 
the Confederation was engaged in considera- 
1*7 of an ordinance for the government of 
iU Territory northwest of the Ohio the only 
| territory subject, at that time, to its regula- 
tion and control. By this ordinance certain 
fundamental articles of compact were estab- 

| lished between the ‘original States and the 
people of States of the Territory for the pur- 
pose, to use its own language, “of extending 
the fundamental principles of civil and relig- 
lous liberty, whereon these republics, as the 
States, united under the Confederation, as 
their Jaws and constitutions are erected.” 
Among these fundamental principles was this, 
and in just preservation of rights and prop- 
erty, it is understood and declared “that no 
law ought ever to be made or have force in 
said Territory, that shall, in any manner 
whatever, interfere with or affect private 
contracts or engagements, bona fide and with- 
out fraud, previously formed.” 


The same principles found more condensed 


expression in that most valuable provision of 


the Constitution of the United States ever 
recognized as an efficient safeguard against 
intrigue: “That no State shall pass any laws 
impairing the obligation of contracts." It is 
true that this prohibition is not applied in 
terms to the Government of the United 
States. Congress has express powers to en- 
act bankrupt Jaws, and any other express 
power which incidentally impairs obligation 
of contract, can be held to be unconstitu- 
tional for that reason; but we think it clear 
that those who framed and those who adopt- 
ed the Constitution intended that the spirit 
of this prohibition should pervade the entire 
body of legislation, and that justice, which 
the Constitution ‘was ordained to establish, 
was not thought by them to be compatible 
with legislation of an opposite tendency. In 
other words, we cannot doubt that a law not 
made in pursuance of an express power, 
Which necessarily and in its direct operations 
impairs obligation of contracts, is inconsis- 
tent with the spirit of the Constitution. 
Another provision found in the Fifth 
Amendment must be considered in this con- 
neetion, We refer to that which ordains 
that private property shall not be taken for 
public use, without compensation, This pro- 
vision is kindred in spirit to that which for- 
bids legislation impairing obligations of con- 
tracts. But unliko that, it is addressed di- 


rectly to the National Government. It dogg 
notin terms, prohibit legislation which up. 
proprintes private property of one class of 
citizens to the usc of another class; but i 
such property cannot be taken for the benetit 
of all, without compensation, it is difficult 
to understand how it can be so taken for thy 
benefit of part, without violating the spirit 
of prohibition.

FALL or A Briog BUILDING.—À. short time ago, 
our readers were informed that the enterprising 
firm of D, Henderson & Bro. of this place, had 
let a contract for the erection of a two story 
brick building, on the corner of Gurley and 
Montezuma streets, which, when completed, was 
to be used by them for a storo, Messrs. Morgan 
& Martin, the contractors, commenced work in 
due time, and had the building almost completed, 
when on the afternoon of the 25th ult., a portion 
of one of the foundation walls—whieh were built 
of stone—gave way, letting several sections of 
the walls of the upper story down with a crash. 
Several workmen were engaged about the build-

They have already set men 
to work cleming up the wreck, and a day or two 
more will see the masons and bricklayers at 
work, under the direction of A. O. Noyes, a 
gentleman who will see that the work is properly 
done. The logs sustained by Henderson & Bro., 
is, we are informed, between $2,000 and $3.000.

The Fifteenth Amendment—Its Uncon- 
stitutionality. 


The Cincinnati Enquirer of a recent date 
rays that the Fifteenth Amendment can never 
be legally a part of the Constitution for the 
following reasons: 

1. It is a surrender of the fundamental re- 
served right of the States, and thatjcannot be 
accomplished, without the unanimous consent 
of all the States. To no three-fourths of the 
Legisintures was delegated the power to 
change the Constitution in this regard. 

2. The Legislatures of al! the Scathera 
States which have adopted it have done so 
under duress—of force and compulsion— 
which vitiates all contracts, and which the 
Federal Government had no right to employ. 

3. The Amendment was not submitted to 
the President of the United States forhis ap- 
proval, which course is required by the Con- 
stitucion. 

4. If the Southern States were not in the 
Union at the time of the adoption of the 
Amendment, they had no right to ratify, and 
withont them tho necessary constitutional 
three fourths has not been obtained, 

We have little doubt that, ere long, the 

uestion to which we refer will como before 
the Supreme Court of the United States, and 
will be determined in the sense in which we 
indicate, The Amendment has always been 
afud, Mostof its ratifications by Btate 
Legislatures come from States that either 
had rejected it upon a popular vote or were 
known to be opposed to it. They were elect- 
ed before the question, was submitted, and 
their saccess had no reference to the issuc. 
There is not to-day & half dozen States that 
‘would affirm tbe doctrine of negro suffrage 
«n» a popular vote. It way go into the Con- 
stitution, but it goes thero as a fraud and 
misrepresentation of the people, which will 
be easily corrected when the Government is 
admínistered upon constitutional prínciples. 


GesrrnaL LEE on CurxzsE IMMIGRATION. — 
General R. E. Leo has written a letter on im- 
migration to the Southern Ststes, in which 
he says he believes the prosperity of the 
Bouth can only be secured by the introduc- 
tion of a respectable class of laborers from 
Europe; for, although temporary benefit 
might be derived from importation of the 
Chinese and Japanese, it would result in 
eventual injury to tho country and her insti- 
tutions. Wo rot only want reliable labor- 
cts, he says, but good citizens, whose inter- 
eto and feelings would be in unison with our 
own.

American Idioms, 
entrent 
It is dmusing and somewhat instructive to 
observe the idomatic words and phrases 


which are gommon in different sections of 


country and among particular classes, Words 
that have never been socn in any dictionary 
are heard in common and serious use, and 
others thatare familiar are found to-have ace 
quired new and surprising significations, 

, At is said that a statement like the follow- 
ing would be quite intelligible ip the West: 
“Look here, Judge! see what ‘your boy's 
been at. He picked up a gravel-rock, (stone) 
chuched it over neighbor Barnes’ haydoodle 
(haycock) and killed our hobiddy, (foostet.") 
“At” seems to be a favorite Western prepo- 
sition, as in the sentences, “Where did you 
get cold at?” “Where do you live at?” In 
Arkansas, a stone would ‘be called a “don- 
nock.” Jn the South or Southwest, to carry 
is to “tote;” a loaf of bread is a “pone ;” a 
small stream is a “run; a canoe fashioned 
from a large log is, very expressively, a “dug- 
out.” Everything is “right smart,” as when 
a considerable distance is said to be “a right 
smirt ways.” We and you are “we uns" and 
"we uns ;” and in use of the verb to do, such 
expressions occur as "I gone done it.” “He 
gone done it.” “You uns gwine gone done it.” 
“They uns gwine gone done it,” 

The idomatic words, together with the pe- 
culiar pronunciation of the Yankee, have 
given him in the pages of Sam Slick, and in 
the more refined works of Lowell, a dialect 
vf his own, In New England, a tbing that 
is full is “chuck full;? a thing thatis new is 
“bran (or brand) new;" and a new thing is 
“apick span clean.” The word “kindly” (or 
kind o°) has come into almost universal use in 
the sense of 1ather; as when a thing is kindy 
nice, kindy good. A nice girl id “kindy 
scrumptious.” Pretty is very generally used 
in the same sense, as pretty good, pretty 
nice, "Guess? which is 80 common in New 
England, though it is an English word trans- 
planted, is not synonymous with think or be- 
lieve. I expresses a meaning purely its own, 
and, though considered ungentoel by some 
fastidious persons, seems to me to be very 
useful in prefiamg a thought which we are 
willing to admit is only thrown out for what 
it is worth, and may be modified at any time. 
But the use of “calculate” in the same sense 
is execrable. 

The New Bnglanders have some curious 
complaints, among which are “ conniption 
fits,” magrrums," (megrims,) “rheumaties,” 
and hypo.” A Boston poet has written a 
“Sudbury Ballad” about a little girl with 
mourning ribons in her hair, who, instead of 
indulging in a refrain similar to that of 
Wadsworth’s httle heroine, “We are seven,” 
reiterated continually that her aunt died of 
the “shocanum palsy.” 

In New York a great talker is said to 
"blow? or “gas.” in the West he is said to 
"gostrate? and in New England a farmer’s 
wife sometimes advises a garrulous neighbor 
not to “bob around” so much. The latter 
seems to be a curruption of blad, or “splosh” 
and splush Indian meal boiled is called in 
New England “hasty pudding;? in other 
parts of the country “mush.” The Indian 
name was "suppawn," which is now often 
used, In England, a minute pudding is a 
“hasty pudding.” In New England, corn- 
bread is ^johnny-cake;" in the South, it 15 
corn-dodger or hoe cake, and it is sometimes 
baked by the negroes on a hoe. 

A long article might be written merely on 
the titles that have been given in various 
ages, countries and sections, to money—rhino, 
the tin, the needful, the ready, the ducats, 
the dust, the spondulix, are all old. In the

Discovery in the West. 


Francis Parkman has acheived a brilliant 
success as a historian, and ranks among our 
ablest authors. His historical works have 
met with a very gracious reception by the 
public, both from the skill and aptitude 
shown in the treatment of the themes, 
and the general interest of the subject in 
themselves. .Ilis late work is a minute and 
interesting detail of tlie progress of discov- 
ery in the West, and treats so largely of La 
Salle, the persevering Frenchman, to whom 
belongs the honor of important discoveries 
in the interior of our country, as to furnish a 
connected history of his life. La Salle set- 
tled at Montreal when he first arrived from 
France, and connected himself with a Jesuit 
seminary there; but this was not the kind of 
hfe for such a bold, resistless, adventurous 
spirit. He resolved to'start out on an ex- 
ploring expedition, believing that he could 
reach China by the Ohio river. His means 
were very limited, so that it was with diffi- 
culty that he could raise sufficient money 
among his friends to prosecute the enter- 
prise. He next went to Onondaga, descended 
the Illinois river so far as the Obio, but did 
notreach the Mississippi, as avas his inten- 
tion. He then returned to Montreal, visited 
France, secured a title of nobility, made a 
friend of Governor Frontenac, entered with 
him into the fur trade, and set out on his 
second expedition; after which he again vis- 
ited France, and secured a royal grant, by 
the terms of which he was required to pur- 
sue his discoveries with the aid only of his 
personal means, to keep a fort well garrison- 
ed, etc. He had many enemies, and an at- 
tempt was made to potson him, which being 
charged to the Jesuits, La Salle came ovt 
publicly and exonerated them. He set out 
on his third expedition, and encountered 
many hardships; several of his men deserted 
him, and a second attempt was made to pois. 
on him. He built the first vessel that ever 
floated on Lake Ontario, lost it, built an- 
other, reached the Mississippi, spent the win- 
teron the St. Joseph, returned to Canada 
and obtained new supphes, and finally reach- 
ed the mouth of the Mississippi. He then 
took possession of the whole of Louisiana in 
the name of the King of France, returned to 
Montreal, sailed for home, and thence started 
on another expedition, in which he was mur- 
dered by some of his followers. La Salle, 
through all his trials and misfortunes, in all 
his perils, both among false friends and ene- 
mies, in the midst of poverty and want, dis- 
played such fortitude, perseverance, and in- 
trepid bravery as nre rarely equalled by the 
most adventurous spirits of those times. 


Not a Goon Practice. The Boston Jour- 
nal of Chemistry takes issue with high medi- 
cal and scientific authorities relative to the 
common practice of evaporating water upon 
stoves and furnaces. It asserts that the 
practice is not- conducive to health, that at- 
mospheric air cannot be “dried up or burned 
up” by any heating npparatus of the present 
day, and that heated air looses none of its 
moisture. The writer maintains that the 
trouble is that moste housekeepers keep up 
too high a temperature, and have the sensa- 
tion of dryness. If the heat of dwellings is 
kept at a normal standard, the warm air con- 
tains all the moisture needed for health or 
comfort. If the temperature is abnormally 
high, the train'of evils which follow are not 
avoided by evaporating large quantities of 
water. In families where this is practiced 
there have ben unifornily more , cattàrrhal 
difficulties, more rheutritítisdi/iore headache, 
than in:other houses where mo evaporation is 


‘pllowed and where the hent- is kept at a uni- | 


form temperature, It is scarcely necessary to 
remark that ‘there ate other scientific and 
medical authorities in total disagreement 
with this theory.

+ From Pive Gnove District.—Notwithstanding 
the great richness of the quartz of this new min- 
ing District, the first attempts made to work it 
have, we are eorry to say, proved failures Some 
tine ago—not over three weeks—two parties of 
men started from this place, went over there 
built two or three arastras, and commenced pul- 
verizing the ore. All went on well, and goldeu 
hopes were indulged in until clean-ups were 
made, ounces counted, and the results—« bich 
were not very flattering—declured. Then came 
despair, chagrin, crimination and re-criniination. 
The gold had gone somewhere, and somebody 
was to blame for not saving it. Several pounds 
of quicksilver, which had ‘stole’ out of the 
araetras, taok the gold with it, and neither gold 
nor silver was to be found. Notwithstanding 
their ill-Inck, the men saved enough gold to 
make a couple of "new rings,” which were 
speedily formed, with the determination among 
the members of said rings to come to Prescott. 
procure some supplies, go back, and “try, try 
again.” They did so, and sre, we presume, by 
this time, at work with renewed energy. This 
is their story, told in a clumsy, roundabout man- 
ner. There can, we think. be no mistake con- 
cerning the richness of the ore, for, it pays, as 
dug ont of the lode, without being pulverized. 
from three cents to one dollar to the pan. and 
reliable men have told us that it averages about 
twenty-five cenis to the pan, One or two men 
belonging ts the parties above alluded to. had 
some correct ideas of how tosaye the gold.

The Wilson Steam Stamp Mill. 


After 2 mining experience of seventeen 
years in California, Mr. F. R. Wilson returned 
to New York, and there, in 1866, worked out 
the idea of a new stamp mill. The first ma- 
chine was built in Philadelphia, and gave sat- 
isfaction in experimental workings. Feeling, 
however, that the only way to introducé a 
new machine was by showing that it could 
be made useful by practical tests, Mr. W. 
bought the Russell mine in North Carolina, 
and there ran his mill for seven months. The 
average amount crushed in this time was-at 
the rate of thirty-five tons pet twenty-four 
hours, while in special instances, when jhe 
capacity of the mill was fested, it was run 
several hours at the raté of three tons per 
hour, The rock was a-tovigh, blue quartzose 
shale, impregnated with pyrites. "These re- 
sults, which were better than had been ex- 
pected or claimed, paved the way for the gen- 
eral introfuction of the mill. , i

not heard, Probably ‘they would not be 
heard to-day were it not fur this fact that, 
before the war, working-women in the city 
of Boston could get hoard tor $2.25 per week, 
Now they ure compelled to pay $6, ünd often- 
times more. As the corporations have board- 
ing houses for their optrativds, poverty has 
driven large numbers of them back to those 
living tombs. Now for the Cpehego Com, 
pany. T have said in the beginning of this 
article that two ‘loums was a girl's work. 
Then they reduced their wages and uüddéd 
another loom. Again they cut down and ad- 
ded std] snother loom. Again and, again 
this was repented, until now a girl's work is 
six and seven looms. That was not thé only 
outrage imposed upon them, but formerly u 
piece of cloth measured thirty yards, now 
there are twelye more added to it, making it 
in all forty-two yarda at the same price. A 
short time ago this company purehased a 
machine to press wraps for the looms at an 
enormous price, by which two hands can 
perform the Jabor of fifteen, In consequence 
ot stock being low in the market, the stock» 
holders issued a regular prerogative to re- 
duce wages twelve cents ona dollar. The 
poor victims remonstrated, but. they were 
told that if they run eight looms they would 
make the same as before the reduction, Al- 
lowing that stack was low, in the market, no 
reduction was made in the salary of the 
agent and the supernumeraries (the dry 
pumps), The men in the factories produce 
nothing. If the stock is low in the market 
why not let the men and womien share the 
consequences equally, Another point I want 
thoroughly understood.

An Oxford, (Mississippi) dispatch of Feb- 
ruary 25, gives the following account of an- 
other terrific railroad smash-up: 

A fearful accident occurred at 4 p. m. yes- 
terday, on the Mississippi Central. The reg- 
ular morning train for New Orleans broko 
through the trestle-work, forty feet bigh, 
over a ravine. The engine went over safely, 
but the remainder of the train crushed 
through the trestle work, completely wrecked 
the cars. Twenty-one passengers are known 
to be killed, and a large number wounded, 
some seriously. ‘The special train from Louis- 
ville was only half an hour behind the 
wrecked train, with a large party of North- 
erp and Western railroad men, with ladies 
and a few passengers, among them J. W, Bi- 
monton, General Agent of the Associated 
Press, and wife, The party arrived safely, 
and assisted in caring for the victims of the 
accident, 


Arizona Affairs in Congress. 


[From the Los Angeles Star of March 5] 


From the proteedings reported below, it 
will be seen that the allais of the Territory 
are being investigated in Congress Some 
time ago, a case was brought belore one of 
the Judges of the "Territory, involving the le- 
gality of certam official acts of Governor Mc- 
Cormick, and challenging the legality of re- 
cent legislation, his state of affairs has at- | 
tracted the attention of Congress, and a bill 
has been passed by the House legalizing all 
acts of the Legislature. "his will put a stop 
to a controversy which las had a bad effect 
on the interests of the Territory, aud we are 
glad to perceive that a stumbling block has 
been removed from the path of our neigh- 
bors. ‘The proceedings are copied fiom the 
Daily Globe of February 17th: 

Mr, Cullom, from the Committee on the 
Territories, reported back, with the recom: | 
p'nendation that it do pass, the bill (H. Rt. |

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; amend certain laws of the Territory of Ari- 
zona. 

The bif, which was read, declares in its 
first section the apportionment of members 
of the Legislative Assemblies of the Terti- | 
tory of Arizona elected and convened in the 
years 1866, 1807, and 1868, made by the Gov- | 
emor in accordance with the Jaws of said i 
Territory, to be legal and valid. under the or- | 
ganic act, 

The second section provides that an elec- 
tion for members of the next Legislative As- 
sembly, for all township, county, and district | 

| officers, and for Delegate to the Forty-sec- , 
| ond Uongress of the United States, shall be | 
held upon the Tuesday after the first Mon- | 
day of November in the year 1870, and the 
Governor shall ordet such election by procla- 
mation, to be issued not less than “two 
| months previous to said day. In said proc- 
lamation he shall declare the numberof mem- 
bers of cach brauch of the Legislature to 
which cach county or district of smd Terti- 
tory shall be entitled, and such apportion- 
ment shall be based upon the population as 
shown by the census to be taken in the year 
1870 under the law of the United States, and 
if such census is not completed in time, then 
the apportionment shll bé made according 
to the population as shown by the best infor- 
mation to x obtained, Said election shall 
be conducted in conformity to. the laws of 
the Territory and of Congress, and the term 
of office of all township, county and district 
officers shall expire on the 3lst day of De- 
cember, 1870,and that of all sucli officers 
elected as provided in this bill shall begin on 

the 1st day of January, 1871. 

The third section provides that tho persons 
thus elected to the next Legislative Assem- 
bly shall meet at the capital on tho &econd 
Wednesday in January, 1871. 

The fourth section provides that the Gov- 
ernor shall fill by appointment all the vacan- 
cies in the township, county or district offices 
in said Territory until the 31st day of De- 
cember, 1870, and until the same time he may 
remove township, county, and district ofti- 
cers, and fill their places whenever in his 


judgment the public mterest will be promot- |, 


ed thereby. 

, The fifth and last section provides that jus- 
tices of the peace in said Territory shall not 
have jurisdiction of any matter in contro- 
versy where the title or boundaries of land 
may be in dispute, or where the debt or sum 
claimed shall exceed $300;

Aside from the doings, or rather non-doings 
of Congress nnd several of the Stnte Legisla- 
tures, there is little to occupy the mind of 
thinkers, or feed the insatiable maw of news- 
mongers. The work of *reconstruction? 
drags its slow length along, and affords a dis- 
tant prospect of completion. The ratifica- 
tion of the Fifteenth Amendment seems to 
be a fixed fact. The repeal of all laws in re- 
gard to the franking privilege, and making 
every man pay his own postage, found great 
favor in the House and was passed by a large 
majority. But the Senate will most certain- 
ly defeat the whole thing. The whole mat- 
ter was, no doubt, a put up affuir, to enable 
members of the House to make a fair show- 
ing to their constituents, and let the blame 
fall upon men who hold their office six years; 
before the expiration of which time the mat- 
ter will be forgotten, 

Some of our lubricious representatives at 
Washington are making a great fuss over the 
polygamy of Mormundom. The departure 
from Washington clerkships of several hun- 
dred females, has made our sky-larking Con- 
gressinen jealous of Brigham Young. So 
long as the department clerkships were filled 
with their favorites and mistresses “all went 
merry as a mariiage bell,” for it was not pru- 
dent fur them to cast the first stone, No 
gool man can for a moment justify polygamy ; 
but there are other evils not second to it. 
This much can be said, that polygamy at 
Salt Lake has the semblance of Jaw and or- 
der, and is regulated by custom or canons. of 
the Church, and, though disgusting in every 
view, it has not the infernalism, the beasti- 
ality and diabolism of the horlotry óf Wash- 
ington and all other large cities of Ohristen- 
dom. In Utah not one twentieth of the 
women are duplicate wives, while in our large 
cities, as New York and Washington, every 
seventh woman 1s a prostitute or mistress. 
In Mormondom, tha husband is bound to 
take care of his wives and children. In 
Christendom, the mistress and harlot are 
thrown aside by their paramours to rot and 
perish, and tha offspring 1s strangled at its 
birth, The rebuke, “physician, heal thyself,” 
might be applied to many political saints at 
the capital. 

Of the corruptions and crimes of New 
York, a paper of that city speaks as follows: 
“Criminality is sheltered by partisanship; 
wickedness exults in assured impurity. All 
through the community the countlessly va- 
ried elements of avarice and intrigue are let 
loose without cheek, to prey upon the vitals 
of &ogiety and mock at all threats of restraint.

T do not object to the Catholic Church teach- 
ing her doctrines wherever she can—but to 
tax the people for teaching the doctrines of 
that Church is simply an outrage. Every- 
thing taught in the Catholic schools is taught 
equally ds well in our common schools, ex- 
cept their religious doctrines. For the very 
putpose of teaching these, the Catholic 
schools are opened, and the people are taxed 
to support them, If this is not establishing 
a religion I know not whatis. And any one 
can see that is in direct violation of the spir- 
it and letter of the Consutution of our Gov- 
ernment. If there is one thing more than 
another, that we should foster and guard 
with zealous care, it is our common school 
system. The conrad pursued in New York, 
threatens not only to destroy our common 
schools but to subvert the whole history and 
spiritof the nation on the question of reli- 
gious liberty. Sectarianism should be kept 
out of our public schools, so that all objec- 
tions arising from this cause may be waived. 
In Oincinnati the Bible was excluded from 
the publie schools on this ground, and I think 
very justly, as it entirely removes all objec- 
tions against our schools on the ground of 
sectarianism. And, besides if we are to give 
to Catholic schools, why not to Jewish and 
every other sect ?

The Best and Safest Route for Man and 
, , Beast, ve 
beeen i 


It pleases us to know that Texan emigrants 
and drovers are turning their attention tothe 
35tli-parallel route, and that many people 
with their herds, will pass over it next sum- 
mer. Itisas shortif not shorter than the 
old southern route; the climate is milder; 
water, grasa and timber aré plenty upon it, 
and there is less danger of attacks from In- 
dians than on the other road; therefore, with 
all these advantages in its favor, it would be 
strange, indeed, if drovers and emigrants 
should not give it the preference. We know 
how hard it is to turn people from an old, 
well-known course, over which thousands 
have traveled before them, but, when it be- 
comes generally known, as it now is, that the 
southern route is poorly provided with grass, 
water and fuel; that the heat, in summer— 
the season in which emigrants generally pass 
over that portion of it between the Rio 
Grande and the Gila—is intenso; that Indi- 
ans are constantly watching it, they will un- 
doubtedly abandon it and take the route of 
the 35th Parallel, through this Territory. 

Since writing the above, we haye learned 
that herds of cattle are now on the way here 
from Southern Arizona, the object of their 
owners being to drive them to California, via 
the Hardyville road. Their reasons for this 
strange proceeding are good: There is but 
very little grass south ; and, as the cattle are 
poor, their owners doubt very much whether 
they would stand it to be driven across the 
deserts. By diiving them up here and on to 
California, they will be in good condition by 
the time & market is reached. 

Knowing that we have made enemies by 
the advocacy of the 35th parallel route, and 
having an 1dea tliat more will soon be added 
to the list, our only excuse or plea for so do- 
ing is that the opemng of the route will be 
of great benefit to the entire Territory. 
Then, those who may travel it will see a 
country worth something, and not a series of 
deserts. They may take a fancy to it, settle 
in ıt, and keep on doing so until the Central 
portion of the Territory is filled up with 
farmers, miners and stock raisers. For the 
past ten or twelve years, thousands of peo- 
ple have passed over the southern route, yet 
not over 600 of them have been induced to 
settle in the Territory. Such will not be the 
ense should the travel be turned our way. 


Wear AND BAnrrv.—We are assured by 
farmers from every section of the county 
that the growing crops of wheat and barley 
are looking and doing splendidly. Through- 
out the southern section of the connty, these 
céreals will be ready for harvesting early 
next May. Here, the winter wheat and bar- 
ley will not be ready for harvesting until 
about the first of July. Just now, it looks 
as though our flouring mills, of which there 
are some six or seven in the Territory, will 
have enough to do, the coming summer and 
fall, and we may reasonably expect that al- 
most enough wheat will, this year be raised, 
to make sufficient breadstuff for home con- 
sumption, and that the price of the article 
will decline to twelve or thirteen dollars per 
hundred. There is no good reason—except 
the presence of the confounded Apaches— 
why our rich Territory should not, in a short 
time, become self-sustaining. But for the 
ravages of the savages sho would have occu- 
pied that independent position long ago,

bunt Johnny Apache, and, if possible, drub 


lire. After satisfying themselves thoroughly 
upon this point, they retnrued to the command, 
reported their Keoky discovery to ihe Lieuten- 
ant, who immediately set bis mea in motion, and, 
upon ariiving as near the place as eantion would 
admit. posted the little force nround what he 
and they supposed to be a rancheria, containing 
many Indians. The night was a cold one, and 
the men, in order to keep from freezing, fire- 
quently stole softly fiom their positions in the 
rocks. retrealed back out of heming of the In- 
dians, and warmed themselves by running and 
jumping, Daylight soon came, however. and, 
the men being in position. word was given to 
ulet loose” They did so, with alaerity und the 
preate-t of pleasure, but were surprised tu learn 
that there were but two Indians in the “ 1anch- 
era." Short work was made of the two sara- 
ges, and the command returned to camp. 


A short time ago, Elijah P. Wrightand another 
man rented the farm of J. P. Osborn, on the 
Lower Agua Frio, and commenced preparing 
the land for planting, They worked bravely, 


seed corn, s. horse gnd mule (the only animals 
possessed by them), were destroyed.: The build- 
ings were constructed of very combustible ma- 
terial, and burned up quickly. Mr. Wright, who 
was alone jn the house, wasawakened from his 
sleep by the barking of bis dog, and had barely

CANCELLING SraMPs.—The Revenue De 
partment has issued the following orcter: 


Owing. to the extensive frauds committed 
upon tbe revenue by the washing, restoration 
and reissue of such internal revenue adhesive 
stamps as have been used and cancéfled by 
the machine known as the ribbon stamp, it is 
hereby ordered and prescribed, that, on and 
after May, 1, 1870, all. adhesive stamps used 
upon the instruments, documents, writings 
and papers, mentioned and described in 
Schedule B, of Internal Revenue Laws, shall 
be cancelled by the person affixing the 
same, either by writing upon each and every 
stamp, in ink, the initials of his name, and 
the date (year, month, and day) upon which 
the same is attached or used, or by cutting 
and cancelling tho same with the machine 
called ** Wheeler's Putent Cancellor, or such 
other machine or instrument as may hereafter 
bo designated and prescribed by the Commis- 
sioner; and that no other method of cancel- 
ing such stamps, employed on or after that 
date, shall be recoghized as legal and suffic- 
ient, until otherwise preseribed and ordered.
